This was obviously tho right course 
tho just course, the only course con 
sistant with any sound theory of tax

A Democratic House of Representa- 
tive carefully tried to relieve the pop 
ular burdens in this way, to get rid ol 
excessive revenues by reducing exces- 
sive taxation.

washed. The most orthodox butter- 
maker will admit that tho freer the 
butter is of cheesy i 
the better it will keep, aud at the 
no time they confess that there 
way that those substances, not but- 
ter fat. can be so readily expelled as 
by washing In tho granular stag* 
with cold water in which a little salt 
beeu incorporated. To gather 
butter in the churn is to inclose t 
large amount of casein in the interim 
of the mass, and no amount of work 
ing can divorce the solids of the but- 
termilk completely, or nearly so from 
the fats, and when this is not done, 
the effect is well known. While this 
uisy be counted upon as correct, 
not allowable to let too mueh water, 
even In the *brm of brine, remain ii 
the butter,.as the water does have a 
disolving effect, and then the germs of 
ferment get in their work about 
well as ir tho butter had not been 
washed. Water and fais are not 
genial companions, and butter fats 
are no exception to the rule. Every 
housewife knows that if water is used 
in rendering the lard, that it will 
sooner get rancid, and so liltlo water 
should be left in butler \ 
over, if long keeping is d 
butter made fifty years a 
is not disputed, but that at six months 
it had the llavor that the market now 
knows as correct aroma is not to be 
accepted as a fact. Let the butter be 
thoroughly washed with weak brine, 
and salted moderately, and then by 
psessii.e, not mixing, made as free 
from water as possible, and then we 
shall hear very little about the butter 
not keeping. It's over-salting, leav- 
ing in too much water and trying to 
keep in loo warm a place, that does 
mage to butter.— Practical 
Farmer.

The young Duke do Hardimont 
found himself at Aix, in Savoy, 
whither, for the benefit of the wa- 
ters, he had sent his famous mare, 
Periohole, because she had been 
coughing since a chill she caught; at 
the Derby.
